Congress. 


But even if the proposed re- 


strictions were already on the 
statute books, Orth said, it is 
doubtful they would have pre- 
vented the shooting.

eral California laws by carrying 
a concealed, unlicensed, loaded 
weapon, but that the existence 
of these laws failed to deter the 
gunman.

stem, was torn. . ." 


Dr. Pool said the arterial tear 


"could be a serious matter, 
leading to trouble with vision, 
motion and life itself, affecting 
as it does the circulation of the 
brain stem." 


Most of the oullets broke into 


fragments as it smashed into 
Kennedy's head at short range, 
was removed during the night.

o Bob Kennedy died, and 
America's grief is such that 
she can do without any 


lecture from abroad about ours 
being a land of political assas- 
sination and violence, 


Kennedy's murderer turns out 


to be not even a citizen — an 
Arab 
from Jordan who was 


brought up and schooled in the 
U.S.A. According to the police, 
this fellow was angered by some* 
thing Kennedy said in his TV de- 
bate 
with McCarthy. Kennedy 


said America ought to send mili- 
tary supplies to Israel — which 
McCarthy 
seconded — so this 


angry Arab decided to kill one of 
.them. 


So this piece of violence is an 


import from the very Old Coun- 
try which scorns America as a 
land of violence. 


It's a risky business America 


is in — making herself a haven 
for disgruntled foreigners who 
then betray our hospitality by in- 
terfering with our elections and 
committing murder. 


We are not what the Old World 


calls "a sick nation" — merely 
a lax and thoughtless one. We 
started off with sound fundamen- 
tals, and we need to get back to 
them— but fast. 


First, there is capital punish- 


ment, a crime deterrent about 
which there has recently been a 
lot of foolish debate. In his own 
land this murderous Arab was 
taught the ancient principle of 
"an eye for an eye and a tooth 
for 
a tooth" — and America 


should deal him the same kind 
of Justice he learned at home. 


Because it was a Kennedy he 


killed he will most certainly be 
executed. But it is the weakness 
of America that the same people 
who demand vengeance for the 
slaying of a prominent man talk 
feebly about "humanltarism" 
when dealing with the killer of an 
ordinary citizen. 


That's a wrong thing. That's 


the kind of law enforcement which 
breeds America's reputation as a 
land of violence. 


And enforcement is the real 


issue. Do not be misled by this 
business of passing just another 
law to control the sale of guns 
— that's the easy and futile road 
that politicians travel. 


The hard road is rigid enforce- 


ment of the laws we already 
have. 


Europe has a reputation for 


executing those who kill people. 


Therefore Europe has a low 


rate of crime.

Our deepest 
sympathies go out to the family 
of Sen. Kennedy in this hour of 
grief." 


Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller of 


• New York said the death of 
Kennedy was "an unspeakable 
tragedy and a terrible loss to 
the nation." 


Rockefeller proclaimed "the 


day of burial as a day of mourn- 
ing in this state." 


A state of mourning for Cali- 


fornia was declared by Gov. 
Ronald Reagan.

Robert F. Kennedy's death has 
removed In a tragic manner the 
chief challenger to Vice Presi- 
dent 
Hubert H. Humphrey's 


quest for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination. 


With the New York senator's 


death, the fateful 1968 election 
year turned a fatal corner and 
left what many observers see as 
an uneven race between Hum- 
phrey and his fellow Minneso- 
tan, Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy. 


Although the Humphrey name 


has not appeared on any pri- 
mary ballots, he claims to have 
built up a long lead by picking 
up delegates in the tough back- 
stage battles in the nonprimary 
states while Kennedy and Mc- 
Carthy were battling it out in 
primaries. 


Many observers felt only the

overcome Humphrey's 


strong base of Democratic "es- 
tablishment"

party leaders and labor unions. 


Humphrey and his aides had 


refused to speculate on the polit- 
ical impact of the Kennedy 
shooting and, along with Mc- 
Carthy, clamped an indefinite 
moratorium 
on 
campaigning 


even before the senator's death. 


"We think it's not only inap- 


propriate to speculate," said a 
Humphrey aide, "we think it's 
offensive." 


After the Kennedy shooting, a 


strategist said, Humphrey aides 
sent appeals to supporters ask- 
ing that planned caucuses of 
Ohio and Michigan delegations, 
where the vice president hoped 
to nail down more support, be 
postponed. 


And the strategist said, Hum- 


phrey called off plans to begin 
campaigning in New York for 
the Empire State's primary. He 
canceled a schedule calling for 
him to open his California cam- 
paign June 13.

years of American history, the 
assassin's bullet has thrust upon 
the national scene a new type of 
woman—the Widow of Violence. 


The shooting of Sen. Robert F. 


Kennedy, who lay in extremely 
critical condition in a Los An- 
geles hospital, drew attention 
anew to the procession of trage- 
dy even as many Americans 
prayed that the senator's wife 
would escape the same fate. 


First, shortly after midnight 


on June 11, 1963, a bullet killed 
civil rights leader Medgar Ev- 
ers in the doorway of his Jack- 
son, Miss., home. 


Lying prone on the floor in- 


side the house as they had been 
taught to do at the sound of gun- 
fire were Evers' wife Myrlie 
and their three children. 


Five months later, on Nov. 22, 


1963, President John F. Kenne- 
dy was shot down during a Dal- 
las, Tex., motorcade with his 
wife Jacqueline at his side. 


And two days later Lee Harv- 


ey Oswald who the Warren 
Commission said killed the 
President was killed by Jack 
Ruby, leaving Oswald's Soviet- 
born wife with their two young- 
sters in an alien country,

somber President Johnson has 
named a blue-ribbon commis- 
sion to seek the causes of vio- 
lence in the land—violence that 
has now stricken Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy. 


The chief executive expressed 


his shock and dismay over the 
shooting of Kennedy in Los An- 
geles and told a national televi- 
sion-radio audience Wednesday 
night that violence, murder and 
assassination must stop. 


"My fellow citizens, we can- 


not, we just must not, tolerate 
the sway of violent men among 
us," he said. 


"We must not permit men 


who are filled with hatred, and 
careless of innocent lives, to 
dominate our streets and fill our 
homes with fear." 


Declaring that "I hope and 


pray that we can learn how to 
stop it," Johnson announced 
creation of a 10-member com- 
mission to immediately exam- 
ine what he termed "this tragic 
phenomenon!" of violence and 
assassination. 


He enjoined the commission 


to seek the,help of medical and 
social • scientists'* in searchingfof 
root causes of violence. The 
panel also will study further 
steps to prevent assassination 
and how better to protect public 
figures. 


Commission members include 


Dr. Milton S. Eisenhower, for- 
mer president of Johns Hopkins 
University and brother of for- 
mer President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower; Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop Terence J. Cooke of 
New York, and veteran Con- 
gress members. 


No 
chairman 
was named 


immediately. 


During his 11-mlmite address, 


the President spoke with con- 
siderable force and intensity. 
He deplored the Kennedy shoot- 
ing and praised the senator's 
"brilliant career of public serv- 
ice," 
his "uncommon energy 


and dedication." 


He said: "We pray to God 


that he will spare Robert Ken- 
nedy and will restore him to full 
health and vigor... 


"The Kennedy family has en- 


dured sorrow enough, and we 
pray that this family may be 
spared more anguish." 


Johnson said there was a con- 


nection between hatred and law- 
lessness and the individual act 
of violence against Kennedy. 
But he said it would be wrong to 
conclude "that our country is 
sick, that it has lost its sense of 
balance, its sense of direction 


and common decency." 


He said "200 million Ameri- 


cans did not strike Robert Ken- 
nedy last night any more than 
they struck John F. Kennedy 
1963 or Martin Luther King in 
April of this year."

Humphrey and his aides re- 


fused to even speculate that the 
seriousness of Kennedy's condi- 
tion had reduced the Democratic 
presidential contest to an uneven 
race between McCarthy and the 
vice president who claims to be 
far ahead in the delegate count. 


Many observers felt that only 


the Kennedy mystique, dash and 
money could stop Humphrey 
with his strong party and labor 
backing. 


"We think it's not only inap- 


propriate to speculate," said a 
Humphrey aide, "we think it's 
offensive." 


"We've put a moratorium on 


campaigning and we meant it," 
said,another.

The aide said Humphrey sup- 


porters had been asked to post- 
pone planned caucuses Saturday 
of the Ohio and Michigan delega- 
tions where the vice president's 
campaign generals expected to 
nail down more support. 


In addition, he said, Hum- 


phrey canceled plans to begin 
campaigning in New York for 
the Empire State's primary and 
had scrubbed a schedule calling 
for him to begin campaigning in 
California June 13. 


How long will the political 


moratorium continue? 


"We'll just have to wait and 


'see," said one strategist. "No 
one is sure of anything." 


Sen. McCarthy, returning to 


Washington Wednesday night, 
said he would confer with Ken- 
nedy's aides, President Johnson 
and Humphrey "before taking on 
other political activities of any 
kind." 


A Humphrey aide said the vice

Cities Sound 
Warning fo 
Politicians 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Municipal League said 
Wednesday it was time to let 
the politicians know they can 
count on the urban vote "only 
if they show genuine sympathy" 
for the needs of cities. 


The league, in an article in the 


May issue of its magazine, said, 
'It is time to let the candidates 
know our cities and towns must 
have more general revenues." 


The cities want nothing less 


than the $13.7 million appropri- 
ated for them during the 1969- 
70 fiscal year. 


The magazine estimated that 


the cities will receive only $4.1 
million of an $8.7 million ap- 
propriation this fiscal year and 
$5 million of the $13.7 million 
appropriation next year. T h e 
ligher figures would have been 
realized only if state tax col- 
lections tod reached unexpect- 
ed proportions. 


The league estimates that an 


additional $15 million a year is 
needed to bring Arkansas cities 
up to a minimum standard of 
services. 


This breaks down to an ad- 


ditional $5 million for police, $5 
million for fire protection, $3 
million for street work and $2 
million for other services. 


The article pointed out that 


Arkanas provides only $39.32 in 
jstate funds for each city resi- 
dent, placing the state 49th in

torney general. 


Salinger said Kennedy will be 


buried at about 5:30 p.m. Satur- 
day in Arlington, probably at 
the hillside site where his broth- 
er's body lies. 


Salinger said "all legal re- 


quirements" would be met be- 
fore the body is removed from 
California, This apparently was 
in reference to an autopsy. 


President Johnson said of 


Kennedy's death: "This is a 
time of tragedy and loss, 


"During1 his life, he knew far 


more than his share of personal 
tragedy," Johnson said. "Yet he 
never abandoned his faith in 
America." 


Kennedy was hit at least 


twice as his assailant emptied 
an eight shot, ,22-caliber revol- 
ver in a swift volley as he 
passed through a kitchen pas- 
sageway at the Ambassador. 


One bullet struck his shoulder 


and lodged in his neck, the other 
penetrated to his brain.
